PENNSYLVANIA REVENUES. 
A WEEK'S NEWS CONDENSED, 


Rising Waters in the North-west and 


South Increasing the Distress, 


Fargo, N. D., April 7.—The situation 


is appalling. While the Red river rose 
only three inches Monday night, the 
big Coulee, west of the city, took a sec- 
ond spurt and went up 14 inches, flood- 
ing the entire west side of town and 
driving hundreds of people from the'r 
homes. The water reaches down to 
Eighth street from Sixteenth 
street, 


and as far south of the Northen Pa- 
cific tracks as the eye can reach. It is 
a populous resident district, and the ef- 
fect of the flood, is most forcibly relt. 


All that part of the city south of 


Front street is inundated. Six blocks 
of Eighth street have gone out, and the 
flood from the west side of town is so 
high that paving on West Front street 
Is going out rapidly. Sidewalks are all 
afloat, and are being used as rafts upon 
which families are moving to dry land. 
All along Front street the water is 
within a few inches of the floors of 
principjal business houses, and a rise 
of another foot would practically put 
the entire city afloat. 


The Northern Pacific people were 


afraid to use the bridge yesterday, tinJ 
passenger trains were brought across 
from Moorehead over the Great North- 
ern bridge. Passengers were trans- 
ferred, and a special went yesterday 
afternoon. All bridges are condemned 
except the Great Northern, which is a 
steel bridge put in last spring. The 
water works at reserve station we~e 
compelled to shut down, and pumps 
were started up and are doing all in 
their power to supply the city.

Three New Taxation Bills Introduced 


In tho Lossi-in tare. 


Harrisburg, April 6.—Three import- 


ant revenue bills were introduced in 
the house last night. They were fram- 


1 ed by Deputy Attorney General Elgin, 


and are intended to be party measures. 
One taxes direct inheritances, and it 
is expected to yield ?GOO,QOO a year. The 
bill exempts real ottate and fixes the 
rate of taxation on mixed and per- 
sonal property at $2 on every ?100, clear 
value. All estates of $5,000 or less are 
exempted by the act. 


If the tax is paid within three rnontha 


after the death of the decedent an 
abatement of 5 per cent is allowed. If 
the tax is not paid at the end of a 
year 12 per cent interest is added, and 
in cases where the estates, from liti- 
gation or other causes, cannot be sot- 
tied UD in a year a charge of 7 per 
cent interest will be made. If the prop- 
erty thus iii dispute shall not be pro- 
ductive to the extent of 6 per cent the 
heirs shall not be compelled to pay a 
greater amount than they have real- 
ized. The bill crovides for the collec- 
tion of the tax bv the same method 
as is employed to collect the collateral 
inheritance tax.

The 
bill provides Tor taxation that the value 


' of the stoci: rhall not be less than that 


of the property. This scheme AN ill yield

THE SOUTHERN FLOODS. 


Mississippi's Governor Aslss of Con- 


gress a §1OO,OOO Appropriation. 


Memphis, April 7.—The feature of the 


flood situation in the Mississippi delta 
is the gradual spread of water over 
an area that hitherto was never over- 
flowed. The upper crevasse in Tunica 
county is 2,000 feet wide, and so great 
is the outpoar that water from below 
the break is being drawn up to and 
hurled out over the valley through the 
crevasse.

MORGAN_AND HALE 


Indnlge In a War of Words in the Na- 


tional Senate. 


Washington, April 7. — Much bad 


blood was developed in the senate yes- 
terday over the Cuban question, and 
there were numerous stormj^passages 
and acrimonious 
personal 
charges. 


Early in the day Mr. Morgan, of Ala- 
bama, called up his resolution declaring 
that a state of war exists in Cuba, and 
recognizing both parties as belliger- 
ents. He spoke for some time in a dis- 
passionate manner on the resolution, 
but was aroused by Mr. Hale, of Maine, 
to a series of sharp retorts. It led to 
the declaration by Mr. Morgan that 
instead of sending a la-.i rer to Cuba 
to investigate the ease of Dr. Ruiz, as 
was contemplated, the administration 
would do well to send a ship or war 
to Havana and demand redress. 


At another point Mr. Hale question- 


ed Mr. Morgan's statement that Cuban 
prisons were "stuffed" with American 
prisoners, declaring that the informa- 
tion reaching him (Hale) showed that 
no such condition existed. Mr Morgan 
asked who this information came from, 
and then hotly asserted that he knew 
where it en me from, and the world 
knew where it carne from, as the Sen- 
ator from Maine had not denied the 
fact that he was in communication 
with the Spanish authorities. Mr. Hale 
indignantly denied that his information 
came from Spanish sources, and said 
it was furnished in every instance by 
American citizens. 


The strain occasioned by this charge 


and denial was relieved by the ex- 
piration of the morning hour, which 
cut off the debate. The Morgan reso- 
lution lost its Dlace and went to the 
calendar, but Mr. Morgan is contin- 
uing his speech today, and has given 
notice of a motion to procf-ed with the 
Cuban resolution to a final vote.

Tlireo N ow Taxation B ills Introducod 
In tho L egislature. 


H arrisburg, April 6.—Three Import­ 
an t revenue bills were introduced in 
the house last night. They were fram ­ 
ed by Deputy Attorney General Elgin, 
and are intended to be party measures. 
One taxes direct inheritances, and it 
Is expected to yield $500,000 a yeai\ The 
bill exempts real estate and flxos the 
rate of taxation on mixed and per­ 
sonal property at $2 on every $100, clear 
value. All estates of $5,000 or less are 
exempted by the act. 


If the tax is paid within three months 
after the death of the decedent 
an 
abatem ent of 5 per cent is allowed. If 
the tax is not paid a t the end of a 
year 12 per cent interest is added, and 
I in cases where the estates, from liti­ 
gation or other causes, cannot be set­ 
tled up in a year a charge of 7 per 
cent interest will be made. If the prop­ 
erty thus in dispute shall not be pro­ 
ductive to the extent of 6 per cent the 
heirs shall not be compelled to pay a 


■ greater am ount than they have real- 
| ized. The bill provides for the collec­ 
tion of the tax bv the same method 
as is employed to collect the collateral 
Inheritance tax. 
■ 
| 
Another bill taxes corporations claim- 
1 ing to be insolvent and whose capital 
stock, therefore, has no value. 
The 
bill provides for taxation th a t the value 
of the stocl" shall not be less than that 
of the property. This scheme will yield 
$500,000 a year to the state. The third 
bill taxes certain corporate loans. 
A 
m eeting of the ways and means com­ 
mittee will be held this evening to act 
upon these and other revenue bills. 


The senate was in session less than 
an hour. A num ber of bills were read 
in place and properly referred, among 
them the New Jersey bill authorizing 
a Tollbridge between Bristol and B ur­ 
lington, N. J. 


T H E SO U TH ERN FLOODS. 


M ississippi’s Governor Aslrs o f Con- ! 
press a §100,000 Appropriation. 


Memphis, April 7.—The feature of the 
flood situation in the Mississippi delta 
is the gradual spread of w ater over 
an area th at hitherto was never over­ 
flowed. The upper crevasse in Tunica 
county is 2,000 feet wide, and so great 
is the outpoar th a t w ater from below 
the break Is being draw n up to and 
hurled out over the valley through the 
crevasse. All of the country east of 
the main line of the Yazoo and Missis­ 
sippi Valley road is flooded, and in 
many places the w ater has gone over 
the tracks, filling the Yazoo river. The 
fall in the m ain channel at Helena, 
Greenville, Vicksburg and A rkansas 
City is due to the Ailing up of the delta 
and the Lower W hite river country. 


If the lower levees along Louisiana 
and 
southeastern 
A rkansas 
should 
hold the em ptying of the delta and St. 
Francis basin will be slow. 
If they 
break, and the river continues to fall 
at Cairo, tho upper St. Francis basin 
and the delta will be clear of w ater by 
May 5, If this should prove true there 
will be no difficulty in growing cotton. 
But breaks In Louisiana and south­ 
eastern A rkansas will hold w ater in 
th a t locality until the middle of May, 
after the usual time for planting cotton 
in that territory.

MORGAN_AND HALE 


Indulge in a W ar o f W ords in the Na­ 
tional Senate. 


W ashington, 
April 
7. — Much 
bad 
blood w as developed in the senate yes­ 
terday over the Cuban Q u e s t i o n , and 
there were num erous stormy^ passages 
and 
acrimonious 
personal 
charges. 
E arly in the day Mr. Morgan, of Ala­ 
bama, called up his resolution declaring 
th a t a state of w ar exists in Cuba, and 
recognizing both parties as belliger­ 
ents. He spoke for some time in a dis­ 
passionate m anner on the resolution, 
but was aroused by Mr. Hale, of Maine, . 
to a series of sharp retorts. It led to 
the declaration by Mr. Morgan that 
instead of sending a lawyer to Cuba 
to investigate the ease of Dr. Ruiz, as 
was contemplated, the administration 
would do well to send a ship of war 
to H av an a and demand redress. 


A t another point Mr. Hale question­ 
ed Mr. M organ's statem ent th at Cuban 
prisons were “stuffed1* with American 
prisoners, declaring th a t the inform a­ 
tion reaching him (Hale) showed that 
no such condition existed. Mr Morgan 
asked who this information came from, 
and then hotly asserted that he knew 
where it came from, and the world 
knew where it came from, as the sen­ 
ator from Maine had not denied the 
fact th a t he w as in communication 
with the Spanish authorities Mr. Hale 
indignantly denied th a t his information 
came from Spanish sources, and said 
it was furnished in every instance by 
American citizens. 


The strain occasioned by this charge 
and denial w^s relieved by the ex­ 
piration of the m orning hour, which 
cut off the debate. The Morgan reso­ 
lution lost its place and went to tho 
calendar, but Mr. Morgan is contin­ 
uing his speech today, and has given 
notice of a motion to proceed with the 
Cuban resolution to a final vote.

Saved by One Chance in Tea Million. 


The accidents that astonish railroad 
men are those that happen without 
hurting anybody. 
Such a mishap oc­ 
curred to the Lake Shore flyer, from 
Cleveland, coming into Chicago last 
Saturday morning. A stoel tire slipped 
from one'of the driving wheels of the 
engine with the train going at full 
speed. 
This was extraordinary. 
But 
that it should slip off the wheel, over 
the connecting rod, and fall clear of 
the track, instead of wrecking the 
train, was simply miraculous. 


The driving wheel revolves, 
say, 
four times every second, covering that 
same second eighty feet of the rail. 
Fracture the tire, with its deep inner 
flange, made to keep it on the rail, 
and try, with that big connecting rod 
rising and falling two feet every quar­ 
ter of a second, and the broken tire 
rolling eighty feet every second, to 
make the tire fall off the wheel and 
over the connecting rod, so it shall 
drop clear of the wheel, the rod, the 
rail and tho train. 


This could not happen once in ten 
million times.* Yet, on last Saturday 
morning on the Lake Shore flyer com­ 
ing into Chicago, it did that very 
thing, and the passengers, instead of 
being smashed up in a wreck, marveled 
over the remarkable 
occurrence.— 
Chicago Tribune.

a long article in the Hanover Record 
on Monday, concerning the "Old Gitt 
Family." 
Mr. Gut cannot res:st his 


incl.naitun for newspaper writing—a 
habit formed 
in his early life while 


editor and publisher of papers in Han- 
over and Carlisle. 
In his article on 


the Gitt family, he says: 


"As regards iny knowledge and from 


"what I cau learn the original family of 
William Gitt, grandfather of the writer 
and father of JJauicl Gitt, was born 
October 15, 1740, ami died suddenly in 
Conowago township, Adams county, May 
3, 1844, in the 99th year of his age. He 
was buried in Hanover, and was the old- 
est person iu the neighborhood, or iu the 
two counties. He had live sons, Jacob, 
George, Henry, William and Daniel. He 
WHS born in a cottage in the Pigeon Hills, 
about four miles from Hanover, then 
Sirt of Lancaster county. He came to 


aiiover when but five years old. His 


parents, James Gitt and his wife, were 
both imigrants from Ireland and Ger- 
many. He was of Irish descent and the 
wife of German. He well recollected 
the time when the ground now occupied 
by the borough of Hanover was a dense 
and primeval forest, and the neighbor- 
hood yet the home of some of the re- 
maining Red Men. 


"His 
was a remarkably 
retentive 


memory, and some years previous to his 
death it was an agreeable treat to listen 
to his description of the daring and tur- 
bulent scenes and adventures of the early 
settlers, with all of whom he was ac- 
quainted, having filled the office of con- 
stable Undft7' his "Rritanin ATo-ie>etir'e T,,,, 
stable under Ms Britanic Majesty's Jus 
lice of the Peace, under the Colonial 
government, for years after Hanover was 
no longer a "ToAvn of Refuge," or in the 
language of the day, "Rogue's Harbor," 
and was discovered to be in Pennsylva- 
nia and subject to her laws, and also 
afterwards during the Revolution and 
again after the war of Independence. 


"He left five sons, all then living, but 


now dead; the youngest in his fiftieth 
year, father of Jos. S. Gitt. His desceii- 
dents, including grand and great grand 
children numbered over seventy, many 
now living. His mother, Mary Magda- 
lena, born September 27, 1790, died July 
23, 1823, aged 102 years, 9 months and 26 
days. 


"Goate, as she was usually called, wife 


of James Gitt, lived on the land of Mr. 
Hull, at the foot of the Pigeon Hills, 
[.4bout 2J miles from this place,] where 
!• ;ie grubbed brush, &c., for bread. She 
-. as a wonderful woman, and at times 
- .-::s called on to administer for the sick; 
;- :a would mount a horse and ride at a 
• varful rate, &c. She was never sick a 


< ->y in all her life, and lived to the age of 
103 years. The Pigeon Hill place at the 
tune belonged to David Slagle, the fath- 
er of the mother of Jos. S. Gitt. 


"There are a large number of the name 


of Gitt. and are all connected in some 
•way, which cannot be said of any other 
name." 


Of himself, and his illness, Mr. Gitt 


says:—"I am getting weaker—a good 
appetite, but the food does not appear to 
nourish my frail body, but feeds the 
diseases. 


"I am sorely and seriously troubled 


with 
a number 
of 
diseases—cystic 


sarcacele, rheumatism and swollen limbs, 
and if it had not been for Dr. Sheetz and 
Mr. Charles M. Deitrick's unceasing at- 
tention, it is doubtful if Mrs. Gitt and 
myself would be here, or as well as what 
it is with us."

Our old friend, Mr. Jos. S. Gitt, had 
a long article in the Hanover Record 
on Monday, concerning the “ Old Gitt 
Fam ily.” 
Mr. Gut cannot res:st his 
inclination for newspaper writing— a 
habit formed 
in 
his early life while 
editor and publisher of papers in H an­ 
over and Carlisle. 
In his article on 
the Gitt family, he says: 


“As regards my knowledge and from 
■what I can learn the original family of 
’William Gitt, grandfather of the writer 
and father of Daniel Gilt, was born 
October 15, 174G, and died suddenly in 
Oonowago township, Adams county, Slay 
3, 1844, in the 9i)th year of his age. He 
•was buried in Hanover, and was the old­ 
est person in the neighborhood, or in the 
two counties. He had five sons, Jacob, 
George, Henry, William and Daniel. He 
was born in a cottage in the Pigeon Hills, 
about four miles from Hanover, then 
part of Lancaster county. He came to 
Hanover when but live years old. His 
parents* James Gitt and his wife, were 
both i mi grants from Ireland and Ger­ 
many. lie was of Irish descent and the 
wife of German, lie well recollected 
the time when the ground now occupied 
by the borough of llanover was a dense 
and primeval forest, and the neighbor­ 
hood yet the home of some of the re­ 
maining Red Men. 


“His was a remarkably 
retentive 
memory, and some years previous to liis 
death it Avas an agreeable treat to listen 
to his description of the daring and tur­ 
bulent scenes and adventures of the early 
settlers, with all of whom lie was ac­ 
quainted, having* filled the oilice of con­ 
stable under his Britanic Majesty’s Jus­ 
tice of the Peace, under the Colonial 
government, for years after llanover was 
no longer a “Town of Refuge,” or in the 
language of the day, “Rogue’s Harbor,” 
and was discovered to be in Pennsylva­ 
nia and subject to her laws, and also 
afterwards during the Revolution and 
again after the war of Independence. 


“He left live sons, all then living, but 
now dead; the youngest in his fiftieth 
year, father of Jos. S. Gitt. His descen­ 
dants, including grand and great grand 
children numbered over seventy, many 
now living. His mother, Mary Magda­ 
lena, born September 27, 17U0, died July 
23, 1823, aged 102 years, 9 months and 26 
days. 


“Goate, as she was usually called, wife 
of James Gitt, lived on the land of Mr. 
Hull, at the foot of the Pigeon Hills, 
[about 2i miles from this place,] where 
Mie grubbed brush, &c., for bread. She 
' as a wonderful woman, and at times 
r:;s called on to administer for the sick; 
i-ie would mount a horse and ride at a 
.iNirful rate, &c. She was never sick a 
t-.iy in all her life, and lived to the age of 
I0o years. The Pigeon Hill place at the 
time belonged to David Slagle, the fath­ 
er of the mother of Jos. S. Gitt. 


“There are a large number of the name 
of Gitt, and are all connected in some 
way, which cannot be said of an}' other 
name.” 


Of iiimSelf, and his illness, Mr. Gitt 
says:—“I am getting weaker—a good 
appetite, but the food does not appear to 
nourish my frail body, but feeds the 
diseases.

Regulating the Water Supply 


and the use thereof in the 


Borough of New Oxford. 


Be it enacted and ordained by the Bur- 


gess and Town Council of the Borough 
of New Oxford and it is, hereby, enacted 
and ordained by authority of the same, 
that 


1. The water of the Borough Water 


Plant shall not be used by any person 
who shall not, fi st, have obtained a per- 
mit signed by the Chairman of the Water 
Committee, or some member of said Com- 
mittee duly authorized and appointed by 
him, nor for any other purpose than shall 
be specified in such permit. 


2. No attachment shall be made to the 


main pipe, or, detachment from it, ex- 
cept under the direction and control of 
the said "Water Committee; nor shall any 
additional attachment be made to any 
consumer's service pipe for any purpose 
than that specified in the permit, until 
the same has been entered upon his or 
her permit. 


3. All water rents shall be paid quar- 


terly. Failure to pay the same within 
30 days after it is due may be regarded 
by the Water Committee as notice of a 
desire to discontinue the use of the 
water, and it may detach the branch, or 
at its option compel payment. 


4 
Any member of the Water Com 


inittee shall have the right, at all reason- 
able times, to enter the premises where 
water has been introduced, for any pur- 
pose connected with the use of the water 
and the interest of the said Borouerh. 


5. It shall be the duty of persons 


holding a permit to keep their pipes, hy- 
drants and faucets in good repair, so 
that the water may not be wasted. l\o 
consumer will be allowed to supply water 
to others except by permission of the 
Water Committee. If found so doing, 
he or she will be liable to have the sup- 
ply stopped and the rent already paid 
forfeited. 


6. In sprinkling yards or gardens, 


washing pavements or windows, each 
water taker must confine himself to his 
own premises. Hose larger than 1 inch 
will not be permitted, and sprinkling 
without a nozzle, or a larger opening 
than i-inch is forbidden. 


7. Water from ihe fire-plugs to be 


used only in case of fire and at no other 
time, without special authority from the 
Water Committee; and if any person or 
persons shall open a fire-plug and draw- 
water therefrom for any other purpose 
than that of extinguishing an existiner 
fire, h<- or they shall be subject to a pen- 
alty of not less than $20 nor more than

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Regulating the Water Supply 
and the use thereof in the 
Borough of New Oxford. 


Be it enacted and ordained by the Bur­ 
gess and Town Council of the Borough 
of New Oxford and it is, hereby, enacted 
and ordained by authority of the same, 
that 


1.* The water of the Borough Water 
Plant shall not be used by any person 
who shall not, li st, have obtained : per­ 
mit signed by the Chairman of the Yt ater 
Committee, or some member of said Com­ 
mittee duly authorized and appointed l»v 
him, nor for any other purpose than shall 
be specified in such permit. 


2. 
No attachment shall be made to the 
main pipe, or, detachment from it. ex­ 
cept under the direction and control of 
the said Water Committee; nor shall any 
additional attachment be made to any 
consumer’s service pipe for any purpose 
than that specified in the permit, until 
the same has been entered upon his or 
her permit. 


3. All water rents shall be paid quar­ 
terly. 
Failure to pay the same within 
30 days after it is due may be regarded 
by the Water Committee as notice of a 
desire to discontinue the use of the 
water, and it may detach the branch, or 
at its option compel payment. 


4 
Any member of the Water ('»>m 
inittee shall have the right, at all rea-<en­ 
able times, to enter the premises where 
water has been introduced, for any pur­ 
pose connected with the use of the Mater 
and the interest of the said Borough. 


5. It shall be the duty of per>*>ns 
holding a permit to keep their pipes, hy­ 
drants and faucets in good repair, >o 
thyt the water may not be wasted. 
l\o 
consumer will be allowed to supply water 
to others except by permission of the 
Water Committee. 
If found so do in*:, 
he or she will be liable to have the sup­ 
ply stopped and the rent already paid 
forfeited. 


0. In sprinkling yards or garden*-, 
washing pavements or windows, earii 
water taker must coniine himself to b l­ 
own premises. Hose larger than 1 in« h 
will not be permitted, and sprink.mj 
without a nozzle, or a laiger opening 
than i-inch is forbidden.

in Guatemala and Nicaragua, and last 
year took more than half the latter'e 
coSee export.

GAPES IS POULTRY. 


As a general rule, poultry on the 


farm are much freer from disease than 
poultry which is got under more 
artificial circumstances. There is one 
disease which is often more prevalent 
on the farm than in other places and 
more especially where the surround- 
ings of a farm are old and have been 
long in occupation. The disease is one 
which is very fatal to young poultry 
especially, and no steps should be left 
untaken to get rid of it. 


The gapeworm to which we refer is 


rapidly picked up by chickens and 
turkeys from the soil, on which the 
ova of this parasite has been disposed 
in a natural way by the older birds. 
Many poultry keepers on the farm 
often wonder at their non-success in 
increasing their flocks, and we have 
frequently seen cases where a great 
loss has been sustained through the 
iying off of nearly all the whole sea- 
son's production of young turkeys, 
where these have been raised for many 
years. 
> We have seen orchards and 


fields, where poultry have been kept 
for many successive seasons, thorough- 
ly contaminated, and where it has been 
impossible to successfully raise poul- 
try. Frequently people do not recog- 
nize the cause ot this, though in some 
cases we have known farmers to be 
aware of it and refuse to take the 
necessary means to put an end to it. 
Where the land has become fouled in 
this manner, it should be well dressed 
with lime, and all poultry should be 
kept from it for two or three years, 
if possible. 


Not only is infection conveyed by 


the ova which is taKen up from the 
soil, but it is also contracted through 
drinking water which has become pol- 
luted through Jbhe medium ot" the older 
fowls and birds. Another precaution 
to [be taken is the destruction by 
burning of the heads and necks of the 
birds which have suffered from this 
disease.

This preserves the juices 
and makes the meat more savory and 
tender. The same rale should be ob- 
served in bo'lmg. 


If the meat is to be eaten, it should 


at once be plunged into boiling water, 
while, if soup is to be made out of it, 
the meat should be put into cold water 
and the temperature slowly raised, 
By this process its nutritious fluids 
are extracted. Salt meats so far as 
nntriitent is concerned, are no better 
than fresh meats from which a good 
soup has been extracted. In most 
cases the salted meats are hard and in- 
digestible, and nutritions and stimu-

HEALTHFUL COOKERY. 


The wav meat is prepared and cooked 
is of the greatest importance. Broiled 
and roasted meats agree with most 
people. 
In preparing them, the firo 
should be brisk, so the albumen on 
the surfaee of the meat may be rapidly 
coagulated. 
This preserves the juices 
and makes the moat more savory and 
tender. 
The same rule should bo ob­ 
served in bo’lmg. 


If the meat is to be eaten, it should 
al once be plunged into boiling water, 
while, if soup is to be made out of it, 
the meat should be put into cold water 
and the temperature slowly raised, 
By this process its nutritious fluids 
are extracted. 
Salt meats so far as 
nutriment is concerned, are no better 
than fresh meats from which a good 
soup has been extracted. 
In most 
cases the sal tod meats are hard and in­ 
digestible, and nutritious and stimu­ 
lating portions are left in the brine. * 


Meats contain a large amount of 
proteids, united with much fat. Good 
meats, when droperly cooked, are 
more easily digested than vegetable 
foods. 
As they are lacking, however, 
in starches, it is well to combine them 
with bread, rice, maccaroni, potatoes, 
nudles, etc.—New York Press.

Mississippi's Governor Aslrs of Con- 
prress a 3gl00,()00 Appropriation. 
Memphis. April 7.—The feature of the 
flood situation in the Mississippi delta 
is the gradual spread of water over 
an area that hitherto was never over- 
flowed. 
The upper crevasse in Tunica 
county is 2,000 feet wide, and so great 
is the outpoar that water from below 
the break is beins drawn up to and 
hurled out over the valley through the 
crevasse. 
All of the countrv east of 
the main line of the Yazoo and Minsis- 
Bippi Valley road is flooded, and in 
many places the water has gone over 
the tracks» filling the Yazoo river. The 
fall in the main channel at Helena, 
Greenville, Vicksburg 
and 
Arkansas 
City Is due to the filling: up of the delta 
and the Lower White river county. 


If the lower levees along Louisiana 
and 
southeastern 
Arkansas 
should 
hold the emptying of the delta and St, 
Francis basin will be slow. 
If 
they 
break, and the river continues to fall 
at Cairo, the upper St. Francis basin 
and the delta will be clear of water by 
May 5. If this should prove true there 
will be no diihculty in growing cotton. 
But breaks in Louisiana and south- 
eastern Arkansas will hold water in 
that locality until the middle of May, 
after the usual time for planting cotton 
In that teiTitory.

Rising Waters in tlie Northwest and 
I 
South Increasing the Distress. 


Fargo. N. D.. April 7.—The situation 
Is appalling. While the Ked river rose 
only three inches Monday night» the 
big Coulee, west of the city, took a sec- 
ond spurt and went up 14 inches, flood- 
ing the entire west side of town and 
driving hundreds of people from their 
homes. The water 
reaches 
down to 
Eighth street from Sixteenth 
street, 
and as far south of the Northen Pa- 
cific tracks as the eye can reach. It is 
a populous resident district, and the ef- 
fect of the floot^ Is most forcibly felt. 
| 


All that part of the city south of 
Front strfet is inundated. Six blocks 
of Eighth street have gone out, and the 
flood from the west side of town Is so 
I high that paving on West Front street 
Is going out rapidly. 
Sidewalks are all 
afloat, and are being used as rafts upon , 
which families are moving to dry land. | 
All along Front street the water is . 
within a few Inches of the floors of 
prlnclpjal business houses, and a rise 
of another foot would practically put 
the entire city afloat. 


The Northern 
Pacific people 
were 
afraid to use the bridge yesterday, and 
passenger trains v/ere brought across 
from Moori'head over the Great North- 
ern 
bridge. Passengers 
were 
trans- 
ferred, and a special went yesterday 
afternoon. All bridges are condemned 
except the Great Northern, which is a 
steel bridrre put In last spring. 
The 
water works at reserve station were 
compelled to shut down, and pumps 
were started up and are doing all in 
their power to supply the city. 


There is much suffering among poor 
familes, who have been practically daa- 
titute all v/lnter, and this last blovv" is 
most serious. A relief committee of)- 
eratfid jointly by the city council and 
county commissioners established head- 
quarters yesterday, and v/ill take care 
of the poor. It snowed yesterday for 
two hours. 


Sections of the city that no one ever 
dreamed could be reached by flood a,re 
now under water, and Broadway, with 
a short distance on either side, is the 
only dry spot in 
town. 
Old 
timers 
have stopped talking about floods and 
gone to praying for a cessation of hos- 
tilities. 


Henry Struive and two sons were 
drowned yesterday near Frankfort, S. 
D. This makes six deaths from drown- 
ing during the present overflow. 
The 
water is eight feet higher than 
the 
highest water mark heretofore. 
There 
has been great loss of grain and stock. 


At Lacrosse, Wis., the condition of 
the river 
is very threatening. 
Base- 
ments of the wholesale houses along 
Front street are flooded, and the water 
Is still rising rapidly. The tracks of the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul rail- 
way are under water. 


TUreo Now Taxation CIlls lutroducoa 
In tho Leii'islatnre. 


Harrisburg, April 6.—Three Import- 
ant revenue bills were introduced in 
the house last night. They were fram- 
ed by Deputy Attorney General Elgin, 
and are intended to be party measures. 
One taxes direct inheritances, and it 
is expected to yield $500.000 a year. The 
bill exempts real estate and fixes the 
rate of taxation on mixed and per- 
sonal property at $2 on every 5100. clear 
value. All estates of $5,000 or less are 
exempted by the act. 


If the tax is paid within three months 
after the death of the decedent 
an 
abatement of 5 per cent is allowed. Xf 
the tax is not paid at the end of a 
year 12 per cent interest is added, and 
in cases where the estates, from liti- 
gation or other causes, cannot be sot- 
tied up in a year a charge of 7 per 
cent interest will be made. If the prop- 
erty thus iti dispute shall not be pro- , 
ductlve to the extent of 6 per cent the 
heirs shall not be compelled to pay a 
greater amount than they have real- 
ized. The bill provides for the collec- 
tion of the tax bv the same method 
as is employed to collect the collateral ( 
inheritance tax. 


Another bill taxes corporations claim- 
ing to be insolvent and whose capital | 
stock, therefore, has no value. 
The 
bill provides Cor taxation that the value 
of the stocl" Fhall not be less than that 
of the property. This scheme will yield [ 
$500,000 a year to the state. The third , 
bill taxes certain corporate loans. 
A 
meeting of the ways and means com- 
mittee will be held this evening to act 
upon these and other revenue bills.

It led to 
the declaration by Mr. Morgan that 
instead of sending a lawit-r to Cuba 
to investigate the ease of Dr. Ruiz, as 
was contemplated, the administration 
would do well to send a ship of war 
to Havana and demand redress. 


At another point Mr. Hale question- 
ed Mr. Morgan's statement that Cuban 
prisons were "stuffed" with American 
prisoners, declaring that the Informa- 
tion reaching him (Hale) showed that 
no such condition existed. Mr Morgan 
asked who this Information came from, 
and then hotly asserted that he knew 
where It cnme from, and the world 
knew where It came from, as the sen- 
ator from Maine had not denied the 
fact that he was in 
communication 
with the Spanish authoritie . Mr, Hale 
indignantly denied that his information 
came from Spanish sources, and said 
it was furnished in every instance by 
American citizens. 


The strain occasioned by this charge 
and denial wii.s relieved by the ex- 
piration of the morning hour, which 
cut off the debate. The Morgan reso- 
lution lost its place and went to the 
calendar, but ]Mr. Morgan is contin- 
uing his speech today, and has given 
notice of a motion to proceed with the 
Cuban resolution to a final vote.

Daniel Osman, together with the out- 
buildings and barns, were badly dam- 
aged. The powder mill is located about 
five miles from this city, but the force 
of the explosion shook nearly 
every 
building. 


ITazleton. Pa., April 3.—Incendiaries 
made an attempt Thursday night to de- 
stroy the No. 3 mine of the Lehigh and 
Wilkesbarre Coal company, near here. 
About 9 o'clock tho men working on the 
lower lift were alarmed by smoke run- 
ning down the airway. A hasty inves- 
tigation showed the large double doors 
ablaze, and oil had been sprinkled on 
the ground below the door. By taking 
them from their hinges tho men pre- 
vented the fire from igniting the coal. 
This is the mine in which a fire was 
recently extinguished at a cost of over 
$150,000. There were about 50 men in 
the mine at the time. 


Chester, Pa.. April 3.—Joseph Gart- 
side, aged 35 years, and a member of 
the firm of Gartside & Co., coal dealers, 
of thi.s city, was instantly killed yes- 
terday by the falling of a wall at the 
old Gartside mill, at Fourth and Penn 
streets.

ruins. Mr, Gartside was standing near 
a portion of the wall 20 ft^et hifih, giv-

crushed his skull in and he was buried 
beneath the remainder.

out he was unrecoznizable. He leaves 
a widow and three children,

Saturday morning. A steel tire slipped 
from one'of the driving wheels of the 
engine with the train going at 
full 
speed. 
This was extraordinary. 
But 
that it should slip off the wheel, over 
the connecting rod» and fall clear of 
the track, instead of 
wrecking 
the 
train, was simply miraculous. 


The driving wheel revolves, 
say, 
four times every second, covering that 
' same second eighty feet of 
the rail. 
Fracture the tire, with its deep inner 
flange, made to keep it on the rail, 
and try, with that big connecting rod 
rising and falling two feet every quar- 
ter of a second, and the broken tire 
rolling eighty feet every second, to 
make the tire fall oil the wheel and 
over the connecting rod, so it 
shall 
drop clear of the wheel, the rod, 
the 
rail and tho train. 


This could not happen once in ten 
million times.* Yet, on last Saturday 
morning on the Lake Shore flyer com- 
ing into Chicago, it 
did 
that 
very 
thing, and the passengers, instead of 
being smashed up in a wreck, marveled 
over 
the remarkable 
occurrence. —

With the Chinese New Year tho Six 
Companies, of Saa Frauoisco» Oal., 
the most powerful, richest and mo it 
far reaching Chinese organisation in 
America, went out of existence. For 
a year and a half, over since tho four 
provincial organizations—Xing Yung, 
Kong Chow, Hop Wo aud Shu Uing, 
composing the See Yup Federation— 
withdrew their 
active support and 
formed the Four Companies Organiza- 
tion, the Six Uompauies has been prao- 
tically in liquidation. 
For years it 
was tho banker, counsellor and diplo- 
matic 
agent 
of every Chinese in 
America while lie livetl, and the ad- 
ministrator of his estate, guardian of 
his ashes, protector of hie relatives 
and almoner of his alma after his death. 
Its sources of revenue were varied, 
and the sums of money it 
handled ! 
were astonishing, v/hile some of itfa 
methods of obtaining money and some 
of tho uses to which it was put per- 
haps would not bear inspection. It 
was the arbiter of dillerences and quar- 
rels, business and pcrbonal, 
between 
the Chinese throughout the country, 
and the a;?enoy through which the 
polico aud even tho State Department 
dealt with that 
people.—New York 
Tribune.

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Our old friend, Mr. Jos. S. Gitt, had 
a lonp: article in ihe Hanover 
Record 
on Monday, concerning the «'Old Gitt 
Family." 
Mr, Giti cannot res'st 
his 
incl.nation for newspaper 
writing—a 
habit 
formed 
in his early life while 
editor and publisher of papers in Han- 
over and Carlisle. 
In 
his article 
on 
the Gitt family, he says: 


"As rcirards my kuo-wlodiic and from 
•what I cau leai'u the original family of 
"Williani Gitt, grandfather of the -writer 
and father of Daniel Gitt, ^vas born 
October 15, 174G, and died suddenly iu 
Gonowago township, Adams county, May 
3, 1844, iu the 9i)th year of his age. 
He 
•was buried iu Hauover, and was the old- 
est persou iu the ueigliborhood, or iu the 
two counties. 
He Juid five sons, Jacob, 
George, Heury, AVilliam aud Dauieh 
lie 
was born iu a cottage iu the Pigeon Hills, 
about four miles from Hanover, then 
part of Lancaster couuty. He came to 
Hauover whcu but live years old. 
His 
parents, James Gitt and his wife, were 
ijoth imigrauts from Irelaud aud Ger- 
luauy. 
He Vv-as of Irish desccut aud the 
•wife of German. 
He well recollected 
the time whcu the ground uow occupied 
by the boroufrh of llauover -was a douse 
aud primeval forest, aud the neighbor- 
hood yet tlie home of some of the re- 
auaiuiug Red Meu. 


"His 
was 
a remarkably 
retentive 
mcmorj^, aud some years previous to his 
death it Avas au agreeable treat to listcu 
to his deseriptiou of the daring and tur- 
bulent scenes aud adventures of the early 
settlers, with all of whom he was ac- 
quainted, having filled the oiliec of con- 
stable under his Britanic Majesty's Jus- 
tice of the Peace, under the Colonial 
government, for years after Hanover was 
no longer a "TOAVU of Refuge," or in the 
language of the day, "Rogue's Harbor,'* 
and was discovered to be in Peuusylva- 
uia aud subject to her laws, aud also 
afterwards during the Revolution and 
again after the war of Independence. 


"He left live sons, all then living, but 
now dead; the youngest in his 
fiftieth 
year, father of Jos. S. Gitt. His descen- 
dents, including grand and great grand 
children numbered over seventy, many 
now living. 
His mother, Mary Magda- 
lena, born September 37, 1790, died July 
23, 1823, aged 102 years, 9 months and 26 
days. 


"Goate, as she was usually called, A v i f e 
of James Gitt. lived on the laud of Mr. 
Hull, at the foot of the Pigeon Hills, 
;ibout 2i miles from this place,] where 
.^iie grubbed brush, &c., for bread. 
She 
• as a wonderful womau, aud at times 
.'iis called on to administer for the sick; 
i' ic would mount a horse aud ride at a 
.vurful rate, &c. 
She was never sick a 
t .ly in all her life, and lived to the age of 
103 years. 
The Pigeon Hill place at the 
time belonged to David Slairle, the fath- 
er of the mother of Jos, S. Gitt. 


"There are a large number of the name 
of Gitt, and are all connected iu some 
•way, which cannot be said of any other 
name." 


Of himself, aud his illness, Mr. Gitt 
says:-—"1 am getting weaker—a good 
appetite, but the food docs not appear to 
nourish my frail body, but feeds the 
diseases. 


"I am sorely aud seriously troubled

A quick way to make a strong beef 
extract rather than tea for an invalid 
needing plenty of nourishment is by a 
process of searing and pressing, Eaw 
juicy beef is cut into pieces the size 
of a small egg; these are put into a 
very hot slullet and quickly seared on 
all sides; they are then rapidly taken 
oiF in a hot deep dish and pressed 
firmly with a wooden spoon or spatu- 
la to extract tho juice, the meat being 
often returned to the fire to continue 
its heat, and as often taken off to 
squeeze out more. 
A glass lemon 
squeezer may be used if preferred, 
The juice should be served very hot, 
slightly salted, and in a colored glass.

NEAIITHFUFJ COOKERY. 


The way meat is prepared and cooked 
is of the greatest importance. 
Broiled 
and roasted meats agree with most 
people. 
In preparing them, the firo 
should be brisk, so the albumen on 
the surface of the meat may be rapidly 
coagulated. 
This preserves the juices 
and makes the moat more savory and 
tender. 
The same rule should be ob- 
served in bo'ling. 


If the meat is to be eaten, it should 
al once be plunged into boiling water, 
while, if soup ]B to be made out of it, 
the meat should be put into cold water 
and the temperature slowly raised, 
By this process its nutritious fluids 
arc extracted. 
Salt meats so far as 
nutriment is concerned, are no better 
than fresh meats from which a good 
soup has been extracted. In most 
cases the salted meats are hard and in- 
digestible, and nutruious and stimu- 
lating portions are left in the brine, ^ 


Meats contain a large amount of 
proteids, united with much fat. 
Good 
meats, 
when droperly cooked, are 
more easily digested than vegetable 
foods. 
As they are lacking, however, 
in starches, it is well to combine them 
with bread, rice, maccaroni, potatoes, 
nudles, etc.—New York Press.
